Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
existing  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Assessors  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report : 

Attention  is  called  to  the  tax  rate,  which  was  increased 
from  $21.20  to  $23.60,  largely  occasioned  by  the  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  amount  of  income  tax  credited  to  the  City  of 
Boston  from  the  state,  and  the  amount  assessed  upon 
the  City  of  Boston  to  meet  the  deficit  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway. 

The  state  income  tax  was  distributed  for  the  first  time 
upon  a  new  basis,  as  provided  for  under  chapter  314  of 
the  Acts  of  1919,  and  resulted  in  a  credit  to  the  City  of 
Boston  of  $2,864,908.48  as  against  $4,201,589.54  for  the 
previous  year.  The  total  amount  received  by  the 
state  from  this  source  was  $13,385,800,  from  which 
$3,042,121  was  taken  to  establish  a  State  Educational 
Fund.  The  amount  distributed  to  cities  and  towns 
was  $8,077,183.  The  charge  on  account  of  the  deficit 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  amounted  to  $2,905,- 
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930.87.  This  was  a  new  obligation  placed  upon  the 
City  of  Boston  and  increased  the  tax  rate  about  $2.10. 

The  gain  upon  real  estate  was  largely  due  to  a  read¬ 
justment  of  land  values  in  various  sections  of  the  city 
and  also  on  new  buildings.  The  real  estate  market  was 
quiet  April  1,  but  took  on  considerable  activity  about 
this  time,  and  the  effect  will,  undoubtedly,  be  reflected 
on  the  valuations  of  1920.  This  activity  is  indicated 
by  a  great  number  of  changes  in  real  estate  titles  — 
more  being  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in  the 
past  twelve  months  than  for  any  previous  year. 

The  law  relating  to  foreign  corporations  was  changed 
during  the  year,  so  that  assessments  for  1920  will  not 
include  a  tax  upon  merchandise  of  foreign  corporations 
who  are  registered  with  the  state.  This  will  result  in 
a  large  loss  in  the  amount  of  taxable  personal  property. 

Plans  and  Surveys. 

About  one  hundred  plans  have  been  prepared  during 
the  year,  compiled  from^  records  and  surveys,  and  a 
start  made  towards  an  eventual  complete  survey  of  the 
city.  These  plans  are  in  the  downtown  districts  where 
land  is  most  valuable  and  also  along  the  waterfronts. 
They  are  upon  a  uniform  scale  and  show  the  dimensions 
of  the  various  parcels,  and  the  total  area  of  the  lots. 
About  one  hundred  blocks  have  been  completed.  Areas 
in  some  instances  were  materially  increased  as  the  result 
of  the  work,  and  the  cost  of  plans  and  blueprints  is 
more  than  offset  by  the  increase  in  valuation.  The 
work  will  be  followed  up  and  enlarged  upon  during  the 
coming  year.  In  addition  to  the  surveyed  plans,  blue¬ 
prints  have  been  prepared  of  the  city  districts,  providing 
the  assistant  assessors  with  plans  for  use  upon  the  street, 
upon  which  is  shown  the  per  foot  value  of  each  lot  for 
comparison. 

Record  of  Sales. 

In  each  assessment  district  a  record  of  sales  of  real 
estate  has  been  kept,  and  the  data  thus  obtained  used  in 
determining  values.  Stamps  as  shown  on  the  recorded 
deeds  are  also  noted  for  information. 

Neav  Buildings. 

The  new  buildings  have  been  arranged  in  book  form 
somewhat  different  than  heretofore,  and  a  complete 
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record  is  kept  of  the  permits  for  all  new  buildings,  with 
their  dimensions.  The  valuations  on  these  buildings 
are  determined  by  the  principal  assessors,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  their  deputies  and  first  assistants,  thus 
enabling  a  uniform  basis  of  value. 

Real  Estate  Sheets. 

Sheets  have  been  prepared  which  show  the  detail 
of  .  buildings  —  the  construction,  dimensions,  height, 
ground  area,  total  floor  area,  condition,  estimated  cost 
and  rents;  also  description  of  land  —  physical  condition, 
solid,  flats,  marsh,  docks;  grade,  corner,  street,  re¬ 
striction,  easement,  improvements;  sewer,  water,  gas, 
sidewalk  and  edgestone.  These  sheets  are  a  permanent 
record  and  also  contain  data  regarding  sales,  rentals, 
leases,  etc.,  which  are  retained  in  office  for  reference. 
As  additional  data  is  obtained  the  information  will  be 
noted  on  the  sheets  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Real 
Estate  Division  of  the  department  will  be  put  upon  an 
efficient  basis. 

Real  Estate  Books  for  Public  Use. 

The  books  for  the  public  have  been  so  arranged  that 
a  four-year  record  of  the  owners  and  valuation  are  shown, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  rewriting  more 
than  100,000  names  annually,  and  makes  available  for 
comparison  four  years’  records.  It  also  results  in  a 
saving  in  the  cost  of  binding  ab.'d  stock. 

Working  Conditions. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  department 
vacations  were  granted  in  the  summer  and  autumn  to 
all  of  the  employees  "of  the  department.  Heretofore, 
owing  to  the  nature  of  the  work  and  the  demand  by  the 
collector  for  bills  and  manuscript,  a  steady  grind  was 
necessary  during  the  summer  months  and  the  Board 
was  compelled  to  put  all  of  the  vacations  off  until  the 
winter.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  in  the  future  plans 
may  be  so  made  that  all  men  may  enjoy  their  vacations 
regularly  during  the  summer. 

Legislative  Changes. 

A  change  in  the  law  (chapter  51  of  the  General  Acts 
of  1919)  allows  the  assessors  to  divide  the  city  into 
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convenient  assessment  districts,  and  makes  it  possible 
to  arrange  the  duties  of  the  first  assistant  assessors  so 
that  a  more  equal  distribution  of  the  work  is  possible. 
The  districts  are  to  be  arranged  so  that,  as  far  as  possible, 
similar  kinds  of  property  will  be  together.  Waterfront, 
business  and  residential  sections  are  to  be  grouped  in 
one  assessment  district,  so  that  the  assessors  may  have 
a  better  opportunity  for  comparisons. 

It  is  expected  that  when  these  changes  —  particularly 
the  real  estate  sheets  and  the  plans  —  are  fully  complete 
the  department  will  have  a  very  valuable  record  of  each 
real  estate  parcel.  These  sheets  will  be  a  permanent 
record  in  the  department,  and,  as  additional  data  is 
obtained,  the  information  will  be  noted  on  them  and  the 
Real  Estate  Division  of  the  department  put  upon  an 
efficient  basis.
